He had his beginnings in At-

Was a great citizen. His mother | 


was the daughter of Henry 
Grady, nationally known spokes- 
man of the South in the nine- 
ties. He is not one whose person- 
ality is immediately impressive. 
He is quiet, competent but pos- 
sessed of a rare vision and the 
courage to back it. 

He is head of the bank of 
Which relatively few have heard 
—The International Bank for Re- 
construction and Development. 

Even fewer persons have heard 
of him or what the bank has done 
at his direction. Yet, as a London 
economist recently said of Eugene 
Black and his direction of the 
World Bank: ¢ 


“History may well compare our | 


cold war to the civil war which 
raged unendingly in the Rome of 
the first. century, B. C., even 
while Rome built its first empire 
in the East, West, North and 
South, Today we know that Ro- 
man expansion was more impor- 
tant than the internal struggle. 
Similarly, the present cold war 
may, in two thousand years’ time 
appear like a civil war within 
our civilization—the modern sci- 
entific-industrial civilization 
which Russia and the West have 
in common: and even while this 
civil war is raging, that civiliza- 
tion, hitherto the possession of 
only about a quarter of man- 
kind, is all the time rapidly 
spreading to the other three quar- 
ters. This approach to the first 
universal human civilization—a 
civilization based on science and 
working through technology — 
may even then appear as the 
chief event of the 20th century. 
Eugene Black is one of the lead- 
ers in this process of making this 
civilization universal — a process 
which takes place under such un- 
glamorous tags as ‘technical as- 
sistance to the undeveloped coun- 
tries’—he (Eugene Black) occu- 
pies a key position in this unpar- 
alleled historical process .. .” 

(Certainly all of us know the 
struggle now going on is for the 
future. None now living will 
likely see its end.) 


Revolution 


The backward nations of the 
world are in a revolution, explo- 
sive and out of control, in 
search of the scientific tech- 
niques, standards of living, and 
powers of the more advanced 
peoples. It is a revolution made 
angry and unreasoning by cen- 
turies of colonial subjugation. 

The first efforts of the bank 
were largely negative. 

Eugene Black conquered the 
fnertia and opposition which 
dulled the first efforts. He saw 
that, however much it might be 
disliked, the great war just ended 
could not be settled by the old 
method of having the _ victors 
(the innocents) take reparations 
from the guilty (the defeated). 
The end of the war saw the real 
fight begin—that for the minds 
of men. Black, when he took 
charge, saw that the wisest 
course was for the wealthy na- 
tions to finance the poor through 
self-liquidating projects which 
would give the possessors some 
feeling of pride and accomplish- 
ment and not the resentment 
that comes from an imperialistic 
dole. 

“Our projects must demon- 
strate to millions of people the 
difference between real progress 
based on sound development and 
the mirage of progress created by 
the promises of Communist pro- 
paganda,” said Eugene Black. 


W eapons 


To do that he had to get more 
funds in the banks. He had to 
obtain consent of member na- 
tions of the bank to tap the 
capita] market of the United 
States. State laws had to be 
changed. He got it done. Since 
then the Swiss’ and British cap- 
ital markets have been reached. 

At the same time he sent com- 
missions which first sold to the 
needy nations the soundness of a 
plan and the fact they could, 
through clean administration, fi- 
nance their own projects with 
self-liquidating loans. There was 
no imperialism since the project 
Was one paying for itself. 

It was an unorthodox job done 
fin an orthodox manner. 

Today there have been 53 
loans, totalling more than 
$1,200,000,000. Most of it is for 
hydro-electric developments to 
produce power and irrigation in 
food deficit countries. No single 
project is vast. 

It is a Herculean, almost su- 
perhuman job. Eugene Black 
goes quietly about it, a compe- 
tent financier, who is using 
money to make human life bet- 
t.r and to make it see that by its 
own efforts it can attain the 
dignity of paying one’s own.

NAMED SUBCOMMITTEE 


Afterwards the House Labor 
Committee named a subcommittee 
to look into the charges. 

This special subcommittee is 
composed of Rep. Barden (Dem.. 
N.C.), chairman, and Reps. John 
S. Wood (Dem., Ga.), Greenwood 
(Dem., N. Y.) and Velde and Vail, 
Illinois Republicans. 

The subcommittee plans to hold 
@ week-long hearing on labor, la- 
bor-management relations and the 
activities of any government agen- 
ey affecting the project. 

It is the second investigation of 
the . billion-dollar-plus plant 25 
miles northeast of here at Barn- 
well, S. C. 

A joint Congressional subcom- 
mittee on defense reduction began 
delving into oneration of the pro}j- 
ect early in October but nothing 
has been made public on the find- 
ings. 

LOOKED FOR HIMSELF 

Wheeler in a House speech last 
August and in a letter to his Geor- 
gia constituency declared that he 
disguised himself in overalls and 
went job seeking for one day. 

The representative declared he 
presented himself at the offices 
of the DuPont Company, which 
is under contract to build the 
plant for cost plus a one-dollar 
fee. 

“Upon presenting myself,” said 
Wheeler, ... “I was told quickly 
that I would be required to go 


back to Augusta and get cleared, 


with the union before I could 
even be considered.” 

Wheeler said he found that the 
Augusta union would 'charge him 
a $50 initiation fee to work as 
a carpenter and $108 to work as 
a metal worker. 


CHARGED IDLENESS 

The legislator said he saw men 
standing around idle, or spend- 
ing too much manpower on small 

rojects. He added that he had 
Beard “stories about how hun- 
dreds of men were allowed to 
loaf’ and “that labor racketeers 
were fleecing the workers.” 

Wheeler’s charges were prompt- 
ly denied by DuPont, which said 
the work was proceeding on 
schedule.

Saying that the Korean lice are 
the firstein which resistance to 
DDT has been found, Commander 
Hurlbut told a reporter similarly 
resistant strains may well have 
developed in other parts of the 
world.

Along with an overdue raise in jury pay, 
praise for Governor Talmadge’s taking the

grand jury Friday took two other actions of 
which we heartily approve. First, the grand 
jury reported finding among some county of- 
ficials and departments an apparent re- 
luctance to co-operate in making smooth the 
transition to the new Plan of Improvement 
machinery. 

Second, the jury censured the State Sen- 
ate for tacking $10 a day to the pay of five 
state officials.

The presentments on the Plan of Improve- 
ment said that a two months’ study revealed 
general approval of the change. 

The jurors strengthened a belief we have 
long held and oft expressed—that the sniping 
at the Plan has come from the top. True, 
there are some residents of the county sincere 
in their objection to becoming Atlantans, but 
Wwe are sure they are few. 

If the “reluctant” officials and depart- 
ments will be good sports and acquiesce in 
the will of the majority, the Plan can be 
worked gut without further fracas or hard 
feeling.

But the tests have shown, too, that the 
bomb has its limitations. Our soldiers who 
saw the show from up front were protected 
from shock and radioactivity by that crude 
but effective haven, the foxhole. 

A Korean veteran who was there in Ne- 
vada had that in mind when he said he 
doubted that the bomb would be effective in 
the mountainous terrain above the 38th 
parallel.

GOP Poll Shows 
Taft in Lead 


WASHINGTON—An interesting poll on the 


1952 Republican presidential 


contest, already 


under way, has just been taken by one of the 


news commentators on a national radio chain. 


While the results 


are by no means to be taken as conclusive, they nevertheless may 
be regarded as having a certain significance because of the class 


of people polled. 


Ned Brooks, a long-time 
Washington correspondent who 
now does a radio news com- 
mentary, recently sent out a 
questionnaire to all delegates to 
the 1948 Republican national 
convention, Each was asked to 
name the man, who, in his opin- 
ion, was most likely to win the 
party presidential nomination 
next year. 


Among those who responded 
to the poll, Senator Taft was 
the overwhelming favorite, with 
Gov. Earl Warren of California 
projected as his running mate. 
Taft was given a clear majority 
over the combined vote of all 
others mentioned as possibili- 
ties. He outran Gen. Dwight 
Eisenhower, the runner-up, by 
more than two to one—a sur- 
prising feature of the poll. 


Limited polls of the kind do 
not, as a rule, count for much. 
The special significance of this 
one lies in the fact that it was 
confined to those who were 
the actual delegates to the last 
GOP conclave. It is reason- 
abfe to suppose that those 
polled, therefore, represent 
key figures in the party or- 
ganization of their states and 
districts. 


Many of them will, undoubt- 
edly, show up as delegates to 
the next Republican convention. 
But whether they do or not, they 
may be put down as reflecting, 
for the most part, the sentiment 
of organization leaders in their 
areas. 


If this has any meaning at all, 
it tends to indicate that the rank 


and file of the Republican lead- 
ership prefers a man like Sen- 
ator Taft, with his known views 
on the issues of the ‘day, to 
someone like General Ejisen- 
hower, whose position and po- 
litical affiliation are yet to be 
disclosed. 

Othur public sentiment polls 
do not show the same thing. If 
those taken by Dr. Gallup, the 
eminent pollster, may be trust- 
ed, for example, Republican 
voters, on the whole, have a far 
greater preference for the gen- 
eral than the Ohio senator. 

But public sentiment is not 
always the controlling factor in 
national political conventions. 
More often, it is the maneuver- 
ing of the party leaders behind 
the scenes that determines 
where the nomination goes. 

On the basis of the Brooks 
poll, Senator Taft would appear 
to be the odds-on favorite to 
win the GOP prize next year, 
since it tends to reflect the atti- 
tude of those who will be closely 
associated with the workings of 
the convention. He has been 
recognized as the front-runner 
among Republican candidates 
from the start, despite the pow- 
erful backing that is being given 
the Eisenhower draft move- 
ment, 

If the sentiment of the past 
Republican convention dele- 
gates may be accepted as a 
guide and if Senator Taft is 
able to keep up his present pace, 
he seems fairly certain to win 
the nomination. A lot of Repub- 
licans think he is the man to 
present the issues squarely the 
next time,

Smear Charges 


Are No Defense 


WASHINGTON—The tragedy 


that has be- 


fallen the Democratic Party was dramatized in 

circumstances surrounding the meeting here of 

the Democratic National Committee at which a new chairman was 

elected. One aspect of the tragedy is suggested in the fact that, at 

long last, it fell to the brisk, energetic Indiana banker-businessman 

who is new chairman, Frank E. McKinney, to point to some, not all, 

of the symptoms of a moral deterioration in important and influe 

ential areas of the party. President Truman, himself, has neglected 
to single these out and denounce and correct them. 


To those who watched from 
the sidelines there was recog- 
nition of another aspect of the 
tragedy, which is how the Fair 
Deal and the ideals for which it 
once stood for millions of people 
have been tarnished by the 
cheap and_ shoddy political 
hucksters who were looking 
only for a “fair deal” for them- 
selves. 

This betrayal may, it is true, 
be the work of a comparative 
few, but it is, indeed, a great 
betrayal for which, it would 
seem, President Truman should 
call the guilty to account if he 
means what is symbolized by 
the Fair Deal and if he expects 
the people to continue to have 
faith in it. More than the con- 
tinuation in power of a political 
party is at stake. This goes to 
the heart of good government. 


It is no answer to say, as 
the President did in his letter 
to the new party chairman, 
that Republicans are conduct- 
ing a “smear campaign” and 
to intimate that they are try- 
ing to hide the real issues be- 
hind “a campaign based on 
slander and vilification.” 
However that may be, the real 
issues may easily be hid and 
without Republican help; for 
honesty in government is a 
first and basic issue with 
hordes of citizens with whom 
dishonesty and corruption will 
outweigh all other issues. 


It was very plain from the 
proceeding here that the poli- 
ticlans of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee are disturbed 
about the political effect of 
revelations of corruption, and 
measuring political effects is 
their particular business.

SHREWD LETTER 


Herr Pieck’s letter was the 
shrewdest and most conciliatory 
of the East German proposals on 
unity since Sept. 15, when Pre- 
mier Grotewoh! opened a Soviet 
drive to halt the West German 
military contribution to the de- 
fense of Europe. 

In addition to emphasizing the 
dangers of West German rearma- 
ment, to Germany, Herr Pieck 
stressed the dutv of all Germans 
to see that the decision on unity. 
is made by Germans, not by out- 
siders. 

Each time the East Germans 
make a unity proposal they lower 
their price. This time Herr Pieck 
said that although East Germany 
did not want an international com- 


mission from the United Nations!

Germany for all-German elections, 
the first step toward unity, it was 
willing for such an investigation.

KUDOS FROM STASSEN

garded Gen. Eisenhower as “the 
most popular man in America to- 
day,” and that he believed the 
“overwhelming majority” of citi- 
gens didn’t want President Tru- 
man or Sen. Taft “as their next 
president,”’ He indicated he might 
drop his own presidential cam- 
paign and back Gen. Eisenhower 
if he could get the right answers 
to some questions he'd like to pose. 

Despite all of the disclaimers 
that politics will come up in the 
series of talks beginning Monday, 
it seemed almost certain that the 
President must find out in the 
near future whether he will have 
to name a new SHAPE com- 
mander in the next few months. 
This is a tough job to ql and 
the President would need plenty 
of time to consider a successor 
for Gen. Eisenhower.

To Bolster As 
Aid to West 


JERUSALEM, Nov. 4—(INS)— 
Foreign Minister Moshe Sharett 
set the seal op Israel’s entry into 
the Western camp Sunday when 
he told the Knesseth (Parliament) 
that the vital interests of the 
country demand a new policy. 

Sharett said his new nation 
must end its policy of ‘“‘non-identi- 
fication” with either 
West. 

The foreign minister said that 
the Western powers have not yet 
inyited Israel to join the proposed 
Middle East Defense Alliance. But, 
he added, the Western World’s 
plan of action has given “an offi- 
cial seal to Israel’s in¢élusion in the 
defensive region.”

She’s made many con- 
ventional patterns, but prefers 
to design her own. 

“IT use) remnants and old 
clothes for the majority of my 
rugs,” she says, “and what ma- 
terials I have to match I usually 
dye for the colors I need. I pre- 
fer making mv rugs without the 
frame and just holding them in 
my lap. It’s far more comforta- 
ble.” 

One of the most attractive 
rugs Mrs. Calhoun has made is 
round, and of an original pat- 
tern. She uses it at her sum- 
mer home, Out-of-Bounds, in 
Linville, N. C. An indoor step 
inside the entrance was often 
overlooked by visitors to the 
Calhoun home. The result was 
that Mrs. Calhoun hooked a rug 
for a step runner, centered it 
with a bunch of red roses over 
which she patterned in the 
words, “Watch Your Step.” 

Miss Pat Abbott, an instructor 
at a local store here says that 
there is a very definite loca! 
trend toward rug hooking. 

“For the beginner, I would 
suggest that she first decide in 
what room she will use the rug 
and pick out the blending colors. 
Old seed catalogs are good 
sources of colors as well as 
floral designs. Most people pre- 
fer floral designs. I think it 
is best to work your rug on a 
card table rather than on a 
frame. The work should be 
started in the center and worked 
out as if from the lip or petal 
of a flower. Old blankets and 


bath robes are good sources for 


materials as well as colors. It 
is possible now to get dyed clips. 
The material to be used such as 
old clothes, and blankets should 
be cut in pieces. Long shanks 
are best.” 

Another local authority on the 
rug hooking technique is Mrs. 
J. H.. Warner, Jr. She says a 
beginner should work on a con- 
ventional type rug for there 
will be repeats for the patterns 
which will give practice. 

“It’s a fine hobby, and peo- 
ple. such as family groups or 
even neighbors, should work to- 
gether. By that way they can 


learn from each other. The best 
size to cut the material for hook- 
ing is one-eighth an inch for 
the heavier material. The best 
rug weight has 3/16-inch loop. 
And remember too, the more 
the rug is walked on the better 
and more mellowed it becomes.” 

Hooking rugs is done by the 
simplest sort of technique. It’s 
like this: narrow woolen or 
cloth strips are held underneath 
a piece of burlap and pulled 
through the meshes of the bur- 
lap by a small hook and are 
thrust down from the top side.

St. Luke’s Episcopal Church 
Text: I John 5:4—“For whatsoever is born of God overcometh 
the world: and this is the victory that édvercometh the world, even 
our faith.” 


The Chrigtian in today’s world lives in an unsettled and troubled 
time. Men have a terrible, reasoned fear, for the crisis.of our time 
has been thrown into dreadful light by the flash of atomic bombs. This 

fear is neither instinctive nor irrational, but tragi- 
cally supported by what the most reliable scientists 


tell us. 
What is the role of the Christian in today’s 


world? 
The Christian must try to see what God is 
mm saying to man in the events of today. 
63 He must look at things not from his personal, 
Maa selfish point of view, but from God's. 
He must be more concerned for the Kingdom 
of God than for his own interests. 
St. John extends his promise of victory to 
those who are “born of God.” 
In the Gospel of St. John, we are told, “Except 
eA a man be born again, he cannot see the kingdom 
Rev, Richardson of God.” Or as another translation puts it, “Except 
a man be quickened from above he cannot see the kingdom of God.” 
Let us also note that among the most notable conversions is that 


of the church member who never has doubted Christianity, who has | 


for years been acquiescent in it, and who has been observant of its 


outward expressions. Then one day a quickening touch awakens him | 


and stirs his soul into a longing for God, convinces him that he is 
meant to be, and there follows a surrender of heart and life to what 


he knows to be the touch of heaven, the hand of the Master divine. 


Finally, the Christian in today’s world must ask God for the gift 
of realism plus faith. He must pray, “Grant us, O Lord, the courage 
to change what can be changed, the serenity to bear what cannot 
be changed, and the wisdom to know the one from the other.” 

Every life that is brought into right relationship with Christ 
releases spiritual power in the world. Every one of us at this moment 
is either a helper or a hinderer. Either through your doubt and dis- 
obedience and indifference you are a part of the world’s problem, or 
through your faith and obedience and responsibility you are becom- 
ing part of its solution. Either you are lifting the world through your 
faith, or your dead weight is dragging it down. What part are you 
playing in his hour of dark tragedy and of glorious opportunity?

Dr. Leonard A. Scheele, Surgeon 
General of the Public Health 
Service, pointed out there has 
heen an over-all decline in the 
number of all deaths from diseases 
in childhood. He noted the decline
